The following is the report of the Superintending School Com- 
mittee for the year ending March, 1864. 


District No. 1. 
Summer Term.—Miss Lizzie 8. Hazelton, who is young, but has 
a taste for teaching and is well fortified with confidence and a 
strong disposition to make her mark, with some additional experi- 
ence and a judicious application of her best qualities, she will be 
able to perform a large amount of labor in the school-room with 
accuracy and profit. 

Winter Term.—Mary A. Fifield. It has been the aim of this 
teacher to. do a thorough work; not so much to excel in the 
amount accomplished, as to make a sure grasp upon whatever was 
undertaken, and Jam happy to be able to bear testimony to her 
faithful labors to this end, and to the very creditable degree of

showealle: prepared to pursue the calling of a teacher with 
success; her influence over her pupils has been most. salutary ;

this class,, At the examination the Bani appearance of. the 
school was highly satisfactory. 

Winter Term,—Mrs. C. L. Osgood. Mrs. Osgood had taught

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knowing the wants and acquirements of the pupils, which enabled 
her at once to commence her work successfully; she was well 
fitted for the situation, and entered arduously upon her work, and 
the result has been a successful school.

The classes 
in geography, which embrace nearly all the school, were generally 
familiar with the ground ai oer and sustained a good examin- 
ation. .

~ Both 'the summer and winter: terms were taught by: Migs N. M. 
Crombie, who has been long and favorably known in’ town as’ one 
of our most successful teachers, and no report will be expected or 
desired of her school more commendatory than that of previous 
years. Her success the past season has been in-no dégree’ inférior 
to what has given gratification heretofore. “Order, application to 
study, and thoroughness in recitation have usually been noticed as 
characteristics of her school.

While the number of scholars is such as not to’ burden the teacher 
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for want of time, there are enough to awaken ambition and energy 
in competition for excellence of attainment, and no element sgemed 
wanting to secure the general harmony of the school, and favorable 
results to all its members. 
Winter Term.—Miss Isabella 8. Perry, Teacher. The teacher 
did not abate any of her interest or devotion to her work, but years 
of experience enabled her to know what a teacher should aim to 
accomplish, and to address herself successfully to that end. . The 
condition of the school has been such as to reflect credit upon the 
the teacher, the pupils, and the parents mostly of the district; for 
I would not overlook the influence which parents ought to have in 
determining the character of a school. An examination was had 
at the close of the term, evincing good improvement by the pupils 
in their several branches. The examples given to be worked on 
the black-board were completed and explained; all the recitations 
were entirely satisfactory to the committee. The singing .and 
speaking, too, were animated, and the large company of visitors 
were apparently highly pleased with the exhibition.

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awake interest manifested by the children on the occasion, cannot 
be engbodied in a report. The success that attended her efforts in 
the summer was such that left no room for doubt in regard to her 
future in this school, and therefore her services were secured for 
the winter term, and I am pleased to say that our most sanguine 
expectations have been fully realized. Miss Morrill seems to pos- 
sess those traits of character so desirable in a teacher, that attract 
and win the affections of her pupils, and therein lies the power by 
which she is able to hold such ig yet Benne control over 
them.

to know that despite the disadvantage of a changing population,— 
and my former apology for a poor school,—in this district, by em- 
ploying a good teacher, and an encouraging word from parents, 
they may enjoy the advantages of a superior school. At no time, 
in the opinion of the committee, has this school appeared so sie 
as at the last closing examination. OM 


District No. 8. hiss 

Miss Sarah A. Ball, Teacher—summer and winter. The school 
during the year has been marked by nothing unusual. The school 
is small, and the studies.pursued only those which are embraced in 
the common course, but a.teacher of active mind and a disposition 
to work, finds sufficient labor, as every pupil requires some aid at 
the teacher’s hand, and will usually advance according to the at- 
tention shown ; and I will only add that. the labor of the present 
teacher, so far as is known to the committee, has been performed 
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to the satisfaction of the district. The writing-books had been 
well kept, and several good specimens of the art were diab 
The ‘winter term is still in progress. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


‘The public schools of this town rank among the most important 
concerns of the town. No cause awakens a more general interest > 
throughout our borders than that of education. By the fireside of 
the humblest citizen, as well as in the councils of legislation, it is 
- the ever fruitful theme that engages serious thought and commands 
a ready sympathy. Whatever affects the welfare of our schools is 
sure to be felt in the most vital interests of the public, and in pro- 
portion as they are improved by an intelligent public policy, or 
suffered to decline through neglect, will the community be certain 
to reap the good or evil fruits of the course pursued toward them. 
The school committee believes that the day when argument might. 
have been necessary to impress the citizens of Auburn with a 
sense of their high responsibilities in this regard, has gone by. I 
am happy in the conviction that no burden is more cheerfully 
borne, and that no trust commends itself to more universal favor 
than that of the public schools. 

‘Notwithstanding the past year has been one of great embarrass- 
ment in consequence of the distracted condition of the country, 
and the unusual drain upon our resources, which has laid all classes 
under contribution to support the government and to preserve our 
institutions as well as our firesides from the hand of treason, still 
there has been little complaint and less reluctance to maintain the 
same generous policy towards the public schools that had formerly 
characterized the town. I hope we have seen and felt the darkest: 
period of this civil war; we may, therefore, look forward with 
confidence for the support of our schools, and therefore be worthy 
of the good name which the town has hitherto borne. Whatever 
fortunes may await us in the field, or whatever reverses may pre- 
pare the way for the ultimate success of our arms, we shall cherish 
the conviction that we have yielded to no temptation or unworthy 
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motive to deny the public schools their just claims, and upon this 
field we may count upon certain victory; a victory, before which 
ignorance disappears and light goes forth as from an.unclouded 
sky. Before leaving this thought it is proper to advert to the fact 
which the detailed reports of the several schools present, viz: that 
while some of them have been more successful than others, I invite 
your attention to their.reports, which have been carefully prepared, 
with a view neither to shield the faults of teachers, nor to magnify 
their merits, but to give such information as, the citizens of the 
town. have aright to expect from the school committee ; : and on 
the whole, if some one may chance to think that our schools have 
not.attained.to that high order that we have a right to expect, in 
order to distribute the fault in the most equitable way. I suggest 
that teacher, parents, pupils and school committee all agree that 
the party without sin shall cast the first stone, and that all, jointly 
and severally, resolve to go-and sin no more. 

It has often been said that the annual report furnishes no just 
view of the actual condition of the schools that are mentioned — 
therein, and sometimes honored with an extended notice. It isa 
difficult, perhaps a dangerous task, to attempt to represent the 
comparative merits of the different schools of a town like Auburn. 
If stars. differ from eachother in glory, any one can see that 
schools, having different localities, being made up of different ma- 
terials, and subjected to home influences as various at least.as the 
diversity of light among the stars, and moreover, without a uni- 
form system of instruction, in respect to text books, teachers and 
length of term, would be likely to differ very materially. No one 
can better understand these shades of differences than the visiting 
committee, and if they have sometimes failed to indicate all they 
may have deemed essential to the public good through fear of in- 
juring the sensibilities of the faithful but inexperienced teacher, 
or wounding the pride of some over-sensitive district, the de- 
tailed report of the present year, hereby submitted, it is believed 
will be found.an improvement in this regard. i 

To judge correctly of the character of our schools, we must not 
compare them with a model school in our own mind, but must take 
all things into consideration. ‘Their comparative condition can 
only be ascertained by considering the conveniences of the school- 
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room, the amount of money expended, the time the teachers are 
retained, and the interest which the parents take in the prosperity 
of the schools. We cannot expect good schools without the 
hearty co-operation and sympathy of the public; and again, a 
short term with a competent and wide-awake teacher, is much 
better than a long term with an incompetent and unfaithful teacher. 

In closing this report, allow me to suggest the want in many of 
our schools of Outline Maps. Geography, as has been truly said, 
is one of the most useful and practical of the sciences, but to ren- 
der this study more.pleasing and interesting, Outline Maps are 
indispensable. We should remember that law of intellect, that 
“* the objects of sight more readily become the subjects of concep- 
tion and memory, than those of the other senses, and the more 
distinctly they are seen the more lively the conception and the 
more lasting the impression on the mind.”
